Members of the 
Queenston Residents 
Association (QRA) hope 
to make a miracle hap¬ 
pen—but they need help. 

The QRA needs assis¬ 
tance from organizations, 
businesses and members 
of the community to save a 
200 year-old cabin which 
belonged to 1812-hero 
John Norton, says QRA 
president Jim Armstrong. 

"We need help to raise 
money for the project and 
we need to find an organi¬ 
zation to accept money 
and give charitable receipts. 
Once we have done that 
the cabin will be moved as 
soon as possible." 

The cabin is in rough 
shape and it sits on a prop¬ 
erty on Pelham Road in St. 
Catharines that is up for

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Future of historic John Norton cabin is uncertain

"This is a matter of urgen¬ 
cy," says Armstrong. 

The president, along with 
the QRA fear that the cabin 
will be tom down if it isn't 
moved soon. 

They hope to move the 
log cabin to the Laura Secord 
homestead property in 
Queenston, and eventually 
restore it. 

But the QRA needs 
$150,000 to purchase the 
cabin, move it and build a 
new foundation for it. 
Another $150,000 is needed 


to restore and furnish it once 
it's in Queenston. 

Many stories have been 
retold recently about the 
War of 1812 as the bicenten¬ 
nial is celebrated. But Norton 
isn't considered a household 
name, says Armstrong. 

Norton was half Scottish, 
half Cherokee, and led the 
native in many battles in 
Niagara. 

He was adopted by the 
Mohawks, with Mohawk 
Chief Joseph Brant as his 

Norton was made a major 
of the British army and he 


helped lead the Six Nations 
soldiers at the Battle of 
Queenston heights. 

They were considered 
crucial to the British victory, 
says Armstrong. 

Because Norton played 
an important historical role 
locally, Armstrong says 
Queenston is an ideal place 
for the cabin to be placed. 

Norton's home has been 
moved once. It was relocat¬ 
ed to St. Catharines from its 
location on the Grand River 
near Cayuga, where Norton 
settled after the war. 

The cabin is currendy 
owned by Jon Jouppien, a 
heritage consultant who has 
restored many significant 
buildings. 

He came across it when 
he was working in Cayuga— 
he purchased and moved it 
to his five-acre property on 
Pelham Road. 

The main building on the 
Pelham Road property and 
other buildings on the prop¬ 
erty, including the cabin are 
up for sale. 


In order to protect the 
cabin from being destroyed, 
Armstrong says moving it to 
Queenston is the most ideal 

It would be a safe and 
secure location to restore 
the cabin while preserving it 
for future generations, says 
Armstrong. 

The Niagara Parks 
Commission is interested in 
taking the cabin on once it 
has been moved to 
Queenston, "but there isn't 
enough funds in the reserves 
for Niagara Parks to pursue 
it," says Jim Hill, manager of 
heritage operations for the 
Niagara Parks Commission. 

Norton is important to 
Canadian history and native 
history—there are plans 
underway to name him a 
person of national historic 
significance, Hill says. 

He could see the restora¬ 
tion of the cabin happening 
in stages, beginning with 
purchasing and moving it. 

If the QRA can pay for 
moving the cabin and restor¬ 


ing it, the Niagara Parks 
Commission will be able to 
maintain the property, says 
Hill. 

"It's a significant struc¬ 
ture and it's probably one of 


the only buildings with a 
connection to the First 
Nations."

The Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Rotary Club is a small club 
with super-sized passion for 
lending a hand where it's 

Wells of Hope is a charity 
organization passionate 
about improving conditions 
for the poor of Guatemala. 
Ted van der Zalm and his 


wife Miriam have been drill¬ 
ing wells and building 
schools in Guatemala since 
2004, supported by a team of 
family members and volun¬ 
teers in Niagara. 

From the early days of 
digging wells by hand with a 
pick to a $ 1.3 million rig pur¬ 
chased specifically to get 
through 1,200 feet of hard 
rock, fundraising to support 
a growing number of proj¬ 
ects has been essential, with 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's Scott 
Maxwell taking charge local¬ 
ly- 

As a result, there are now 
13 wells providing clean 
drinking water for more than 
30,000 Guatemalans receiv¬ 
ing reliable, clean water 
direcdy to their homes, the 
health of those who have 


been aided is greatly 
improved, and women are 
relieved of the time consum¬ 
ing, endless search for water, 
which is also now available 
to allow small vegetable gar¬ 
dens all year around. 

Wells of Hope has also 
grown, and now, with a per¬ 
manent camp established 
volunteers not only help 
provide water to those in 
need, but also build 
schools—11 to date—and 
bridges, and teach cooking 
and basic hygiene. Doctors 
and dentists have travelled 
to Guatemala with Wells of 
Hope to provide medical and 
dental assistance. 

Much of this has been 
accomplished with the help 
of The NOTL Rotary Club, 
which has supported van der 


Zalm and Wells of Hope from 
the beginning. 

This year members decid¬ 
ed to hand over the club's 
fundraising Passion event, 
which has also evolved in 
recent years. 

Passion, held the last two 
years at Mori Gardens, brings 
together local wineries and 
restaurants to offer wine and 
delicacies. It has been an 
expensive event to stage, and 
has received grants from the 
provincial government to 
offset some of the costs. 
Some of the proceeds have 
found theirwayto Guatemala 
to help Wells of Hope. 

One of the past fundrais¬ 
ers of Wells of Hope has been 
to sell specially-labelled bot- 
ded water, which was at the 
first Passion event, but that 


has been discontinued, says 
chairman Scott Maxwell, 
due to environmental con¬ 
cerns about the plastic bot- 

But selling it at many 
Niagara events, including 
Passion and the Peach 
Celebration, helped to 
spread awareness and edu¬ 
cate people about the work 
of Wells of Hope, he said. 

This year, all money 
raised from the popular 
Passion will help drill more 
wells and provide water for 
some of the poorest in the 

Wells of Hope fundraising 
organizers will take over with 
help from Cliff Brown, the 
Rotarian who originally con¬ 
vinced his fellow club mem¬ 
bers to take a chance on such 


a huge and expensive under¬ 
taking. Brown will continue 
to be involved, at least for 
this year, to provide his 
expertise. 

'It was my baby," said 
Brown at a small reception 
for Passion and Wells of 
Hope volunteers held at 
Mori Gardens, where this 
year's event will again be 
held. 

"I designed it and ran if 
for three years, but it's been 
a lot of work," he said. "It's 
time to hang up my hat." 

It was a club decision to 
turn it over to Wells of Hope, 
a charity the Rotary Club has 
raised more than $250,000 
for in recent years, said

Maxwell, chair of the board of Wells of Hope, made a trip to Guatemala 
in March—not his first visit, 
but his first with his 
13-year-old son Matthew, a 
St. Michael Catholic School 
student. More than 100 
volunteers visit the camp 
each year, and the effect on 
their lives is transforma¬ 
tional, he said. 

"People go for a mission 
experience, to experience

It's hard to imagine what 
would happen to a com¬ 
munity if it was hit hard by 
a fire, a flood or a tornado. 

In fact many people 
don't even consider the 
possibility that a disaster 
could occur, whether 
caused naturally or by 
humans, until it's too late, 
says Marion Boon. 

And when a disaster 
does happen, it takes many 
years and a lot of effort to 
rebuild a community. 

Part of Boon's job was to 
develop a plan in case of an 
emergency, which involves 
developing protocol for 
dealing with disasters—re¬ 
sponding to them, recover¬ 
ing from them and rebuild¬ 
ing a community after a 
disaster happens. 

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake resident was hon¬ 
oured with the Canadian 
Award for Emergency 
Management by the 


Canadian Centre For 
Emergency Preparedness. 

The award-winner is a 
registered nurse who 
served various positions in 
the health care industry- 
including the duty manager 
of the Alberta Emergency 
Management Agency 
(AEMA), coordinating 
responses to many emer¬ 
gencies. 

"It was interesting and 
challenging. There was 
never a dull moment. My 
job was hard at times but it 
was also very rewarding. 

Boon began developing 
strong leadership and man¬ 
agement skills early in her 
career when she was 
appointed senior nursing 
officer for a 108-bed hospi¬ 
tal in England five years 
after graduating from 
school. 

Boon says she chose her 
occupation because she 
wanted to help people.

She immigrated to 
Canada from Northern 
Ireland with her family in 
1975 and worked in occu¬ 
pational health and safety 
before she accepted a tem¬ 
porary position in disaster 
health nursing in June 
1992. 

The position was an 
important one that opened 
her eyes to a new kind of 
health care. 

After three months, the 
temporary position devel¬ 
oped into a permanent one 
that Boon says was a new 
and chaUenging field of 
practice. 

Boon worked as a disas¬ 
ter health consultant with 
the AEMA, working with 
health care organizations 
to assist them with devel¬ 
oping their emergency 
management programs 
through consultation, 
workshops, seminars and 
exercises. 


Boon took on the chal¬ 
lenge of managing the 
Alberta government's 
disaster recovery program, 
assisting families, busi¬ 
nesses and municipalities 
that are devastated by 
disaster. 

Some of the major events 
Boon assisted with includ¬ 
ed the 1995 southern 
Alberta flooding—Canada's 
worst natural disaster at 
the time and the Pine Lake 
tornado in 2000, killing 12 
people and injuring 140 

Boon also led the devel¬ 
opment of an emergency 
plan for schools, working 
with educators in Alberta, 
and later sharing these 
models with other provinc¬ 
es across Canada. She went 
on to develop campus 
emergency planning mod¬ 
els for colleges and univer¬ 
sities. 

She was appointed man¬ 
ager of training with the 
AEMA—her responsibili¬ 



ties included establishing 
a training program and 
developing training stan¬ 
dards—a first in Canada. 

She worked with federal 
and provincial partners to 
establish national training 
programs, policies and 
standards for Canada's 
emergency management 
personnel. 

She also served on an 
advisory committee devel¬ 
oping disaster health and 
emergency social services 
training courses with the 
Public Health Agency of 
Canada. 

Emergency planning 
starts at the municipal 
level, followed by the pro¬ 
vincial and the federal level 
and it's important to know 
what to do in case a situa¬ 
tion arises, says Boon. 

Imagine if there was a 
disaster, says Boon. 

"Think about what 
would happen if a bakery 
ran out of bread because of 
a disaster. What would hap¬ 


pen if there was a gas short¬ 
age and trucks were unable 
to get the bread to the mar¬ 
ket?" 

If a situation like that 
happened and there was 
no plan to deal with it, 
there would be people 
without food, says Boon. 

"And a disaster affects 
all industries, and areas of 
life,' Boon adds. 

The Northern Alberta 
Institute of Technology 
(NAIT) recruited Boon in 
2006 to manage the devel¬ 
opment of their new emer¬ 
gency management pro¬ 
gram—the first online 
emergency program of its 
kind. 

Since she began work¬ 
ing in emergency services, 
Boon says the industry has 
changed dramatically. 

"Mien I started in emer¬ 
gency services, there was 
no formal education. I was 
fortunate enough to work 
with wonderful teachers

There is a need for emer¬ 
gency services programs 
because disasters "are 
growing and becoming 
more complex," says Boon. 

The program offers a 
two-year diploma and cer¬ 
tificate programs. She has 
been responsible for over¬ 
seeing the curriculum, the 


orientation of faculty, and 
mentoring and supporting 
students. 

Currently, NAIT offers 
the emergency services 
program to about 150 stu¬ 
dents—a majority of stu¬ 
dents are already working 
in emergency services, 
Boon says.
